Expected 
In Cut-Up

In last week’s column we noted 
that the assessed valuation per ele- 
mentary student in average daily 
attendance in the proposed Menlo- 
Atherton Unified School District 
for the past school year would 
have been either $8740 or $9373, 
depending on whether or not East 
Palo Alto were in the district. 

3ecause of the lower level of 
assessed valuation in the Ravens- 
wood District, the Menlo Park and 
Las Lomitas areas would have less 
wealth per student in the new 
district than as they are present- 
ly constituted. 

This lower wealth would be off- 
set in part by equalization aid, 
and possibly by lower per student 
costs. Let us take Menlo Park 
School District, which has a high- 
er wealth level than Las Lomitas, 
as an example. 

Let us assume current oper- 
ating costs of $300 per student. 
Menlo Park’s assessed valuation 
per a.d.a. we noted last week 
was $12,550. Basic siate aid 
amounts to $120 per a.d.a., and 
equalization aid would amount 
to $16.70. This would leave 
$163.30 to raise from local taxes, 
or the equivalent o1 a tax rate
